At the December 12 
Township Board meeting an 
issue that should have been 
a simple issue to deal with 
became a controversial iss- 
ue and the matter may not 
be over. 

By a narrow 4-3 vote, the 
Board approved the adver- 
tising for a part-time worker 
to operate heavy equipment. 
Since the money to pay for 
this position was to come 
from grant money; it should 
have been smooth sailing. 
However, it appears that sev- 
eral Board members were 
opposed because of the way 
the mater was handled — 
even up to its late introduc- 
tion to the December 12 
agenda. 

This issue began eves 
months ago when the board 
was advised that $22,000 in 
grant money was available 
to clean the Smith drain. 
Following the verbal report 
on the newly formed Drain 
Committee, the Board ag- 
reed to allow the previous 
Planning and Zoning Direc- 
tor to secure the bids. 

One bid was secured for 
$34,000 the matter again 
discussed with the Drain

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Committee. According to 


the November 8, 2001 Min- 


utes of the committee, the 
Interim Director Bill Delan- 
ey recommended they go in 
a different direction. He rec- 
ommended he be allowed to 
look into the possibility of 
renting equipment and clean- 
ing the drains with our own 
employees. 

Following this meeting 
the Township Board held a 
special meeting on Novem- 
ber 20, 2001 to discuss the 
position of Director of Plann- 
ing & Zoning. Several 
Board members were sur- 
prised to see the hiring of an 
equipment operator on the 
agenda. Apparently the Sup- 
ervisor felt it necessary to 
include the matter on the 
agenda in response to a 
memo he received from 
Delaney requesting permis- 
sion to hire a person specif- 
ically named at a rate of 
$20.95 per hour. 

Trustee O’Kelley object- 
ed to the inclusion of this 
agenda item and according 
to the minutes, the agenda 
was approved with the item 
omitted by a vote of 5-1 
with Supervisor Mitchell 
the lone “nay” vote. 

Clearly, the Board was 
receiving confusing and 
contradictory messages un- 
til Trustee Carey, who is a 
member of the Drain Com- 
mittee assured several 
Board members that the 





plan was to rent the equip- 
ment and have our own 
employees do the work. 
Several Board members 
were assured the Supervisor 
was in agreement with this. 

However, the Board was 
in for yet another surprise, 
when at the December 12 
meeting, the Supervisor att- 
empted to add, at the last 
moment, the item to the 
agenda. This created a little 
stir and Carey took the 
opportunity to remind the 
board of proper agenda pre- 
sentation. The majority of 
the Board voted to allow the 
matter on the agenda. 

In response to a question 
by Trustee Adkins, the 
Supervisor said the part- 
time worker would be 
expected to put in 150 to 
200 hours next year. In 
response to a question by 
Trustee Carey, the Super- 
visor said the wages for this 
particular project would be 
paid out of the grant money. 

During Interim Director 
Bill Delaney’s remarks, 
Trustee O’Kelley asked 
when the decision was 
made to go with a part-time 
employee and why was 
there a change from his first 
recommendation. 

In response to the first 
question, he did not directly 
answer it but reiterated the 
Supervisor’s desire to 
remove The DPW Director 
from operating the machin-

ery. In response to O’Kell- 
ey’s second question he 
replied that ,at the time, he 
was unclear as to Board pol- 


ICY. 
Following O’Kelley’s 
questions, Trustee Carey 


confirmed her efforts to 
inform Board members of 
the plan that she thought the 
Supervisor supported (rent 
equipment — current em- 
ployees operate). She said 
Mr. .Delaney’s original rec- 
ommendation met with 
opposition from several 
Board members and Drain 
Committee members. She 
went on to say that the 
Supervisor called her and 
made the proposal of DPW 
Director Sheets doing the 
work and renting the equip- 
ment. It was this informa- 
tion that she shared with the 
Committee and Board mem- 
bers. She quoted the Super- 
visor as saying, “Forget the 
memo from Delaney.” 
Supervisor Mitchell did 
not directly respond to her 
statements but rather chose 
to go over the history of the 
project and in his remarks 
he mentioned that over 
3,000 feet of drains had 
been cleaned at a cost of 
about $4,000. He indicated 
that he did not want to be 
without a DPW Director for 
six weeks to two months 
while he is cleaning the 
drains. He pointed out that 
there will be additional 








work in the future and he . 
wanted the DPW Director 
to be free to do his normal | 
duties. 


The DPW Director, who 
appeared to be caught in the 
middle, told the Board that 
he missed a few meetings 
and a few phone calls. He 
said he was mostly interest- 
ed in having an approved 
operator that he could call 
on when he needed him 
rather than have to wait and 
advertise. 


Trustee Adkins reminded 
the Board that they had 
been told that the DPW 
““.was up to par.” To her 
this suggested they were 
caught up with their work. 


Treasurer Barron asked 
the Supervisor how has the 
drain cleaning affected the 
Director from doing his job. 
The Supervisor responded 
he had missed a meeting, 
the Winter season and snow 
removal is coming up and 
there would be water taps to 


consider. 


The vote to advertise and 
receive applications passed 
with Supervisor Mitchell, 
Clerk Bowers, Treasurer 
Barron and Trustee Krause 
voting in favor. Trustees 
Adkins, Carey and O’Kell- 
ey voted in opposition. 

The Huron River Weekly 
will continue to follow this 
matter.
